Profs 
on IR affair 



action

Three McGill profossors are 
calling on the faculty of arts to 
demand that Senate clarify its 
position on the relationship of 
Industrial Research McGill to the 
U.S. Air Force and other military 
organizations. 

Dissatisfied with the explan- 
ation given by Dean Walter 
Hitschfcld of Graduate Studies 
and Research in Senate, the three 
professors — Peter Gutkind of 
anthropology, Jack Weldon of 
economics, and Donald Theall, 
chairman o[ the English depart- 
ment ' — will move at the arts 
faculty's next meeting that is ask 
Senate to reveiw the situation. 



The controversy arose in Janu- 
ary when a letter from IR McGill 
soliciting research proposals for 
the U.S. 'Air Force was first 
discussed in Senate. 

The motion to be presented 
reads: 'The Faculty of Arts asks 
the University Senate to reveiw 
the important issues of academic 
policy presented by the public- 
ation of these solicitations, and 
asks further that Senate in the 
first place refer the issues to its 
Academic Policy Committee, in- 
structing the committee to invito 
expressions of opinion from the 
whole of the university's academic 
community and report back to 
Senate by the end of the year." 

If the motion is passed by the 
faculty of arts, it will be sent to 
Senate, which will then decide 
whether to act on the request. 

The three professors have also 
issued a critique of the position of 
IR McGill which will bo presented 
to the faculty of arts. The critique 
emphasizes two points: 

First. "The line that needs to be 
drawn, and IR may admittedly bo 



difficult to draw, is between the 
undoubted right of all ideas to be 
heard, and the positive, institu- 
tional association of the university 
with bodies that academics may 
judge capable of distorting the 
work of the university and limiting 
its freedoms." 

Second, the critique points out 
that IR McGill has made policy 
decisions wjiich are under the 
jurisdiction of Sennte. "Senate 
must regain academic control of IR 
McGill; and all other administra- 
tive bodies, so that this episode, in 
which a complex academic issue 
has been dealt with administra- 
tively, is not repeated, and the 
action itself is invalidated until 
Senate has said what policy is." 

Gutkind has also sent a letter to 
the Canadian Association of 
University Teachers requesting 
that a committee be established to 



set up guidelines for university 
research. 

Gutkind explained that "This is 
a request to establish a committee 
which deals with this issue, not 
just for McGill, but for all of 
Canada. The Committee will be 
instrumentât! in creating general 
guidelines for military-oriented 
research, whether it be secret or 
open. 

"Our intention is not to control 
anyone's conscience, but to "raise 
the question of military research 
as a major ethical and moral issue 
for all universities," he said. 
"Universities shouldn't habor re- 
search in their midst which is 
clearly used for the purpose of 
destroying human beings."

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Women 's dual 

oppression 

discussed

"Women cannot resolve their 
problems under the capitalist 
system, hut the fight for socialism 
alone is not^ough. Women must 
fight for their own demands." 
Raymonde Lorrain of Centre 



des Femmes, a Montreal women's 
organization summed up the play 
of women in the struggle of the 
working class in Quebec. Lorrain 
was speaking at an educational 
meeting organized by the Work- 
ers' Support Committee-McGill 
last night. 

The double burden of oppression 
faced by working women — in the 
home and on the job — was the 
major subject of Lorrain's talk. 
"Women's work in the home is 
essential to capitalist society," she 
said, "but too often the working 
class is conceived of as including 
only men working in factories. But 
the value of the labour of 
houseworkcrs, according to the 
Byrd report in 1907, actually 
amounts to 11 per cent of the gross 
national product." 
" The sexist division of labour 
practiced by employers, according 
to Lorrain, concentrates women in 
jobs which pay the least and have 
the worst working conditions. 
"Out of 2.5 million women in 
Canada who work outside the 
home." Lorrain said, "only 500.000 
are in unions. The rest have no 



protection against the bosses' 
attacks." 

Speaking on the trade-union 
movement, and the left in Quebec, 
Lorrain said that they had only 
reflected the sexist division of 
labour in society. She emphasized 
the difficulties faced by women 
workers who attempted to union- 
ize, as well as the difficulties faced 
by women inside trade unions. 
"Trade unions can bring women to 
a trade-unionist consciousness," 
she said, "but they cannot address 
the special issues raised by women 
due to their duel oppression." For 
this reason, Lorrain said she was" 
very pessimistic about work with 
the unions at this stage. "Male 
union leaders and even male rank- 
and-file workers," she claimed, 
"have no real interest in fighting 
for the demands posed .^by 
women." 

Lorrain stressed the need for an 
autonomous women's movement in 
Quebec to put .forward the 
demands of women. She said that 
unions and other groups, despite 
superficial changes, would not 
come to terms with the oppression 
of women unless women organized 
themselves. She spoke of Centre 
des Femmes as a' small step 
towards an organization of such a 
woman's movement, _though the 
group's activities are now mainly 
Confined to research and analysis. 



McMaster French students occupy 
Dean's office 



(CUP) McMaster French students, 
in a move to back up their 
demands for parity on faculty 
committees, have occupied the 
.offices of Dean of Humanities 
Alwyn Berland. 

The sit-in, which began on 
Monday, March 11, followed 
marches, demonstrations, picket- 
ing and boycotts of classes by the 
French Students' Union (FSU). 
The Union has the support of the 
Sociology "students, the McMaster 
Students' Union, the Union of 
Graduate Students and the active 
participation of several student 
representatives on the University 
Senate. 

Some French classes have been 



shut down completely and others 
forced to' move, with what 
students showed up, to other 

rooms. 

Dean Berland, who lia» had 
some experience with sit-ins in 
Saskatchewan, reacted to the 
entry into his offices by talking to 
the occupiers, but repeatedly said 
they should have contacted him 
before taking action. He told the 
demonstrators Monday that; they 
should hold off the occupation until 
a mediator has made recommenda- 
tions. The 20 to 30 students in the 
office replied they had several 
times tried to contact him with no 
results. They also expressed their 
complete willingness to co-operate 



with the mediator, but only as 
another facet of their campaign. 

The students said that they arc 
not willing to agree to any delay 
dies, on the part of the 
administration, nor are thoy ready 
to . put sole trust in a mediator 
whose complete recommendations 
would not be" ready by the end of 
term. 

A fight for parity 
The students are fighting for 
parity at departmental meetings 
and on committees as a method of 
having a voice in the hiring and 
firing of professors, course con- 
tent, textbooks, and teacher 
evaluation. 



The students have indicated 
they are willing to stay in 
Borland's offices indefinitely. One 
spokesman said, "If we don't get 
• any results here, we might just 
move over to the President's 
office." 

The present occupation reflects 
discontent in the French Depart- _ 
ment that has been brewing for 
the last ten years. 

Students arc now boycotting 
classes, picketing, and talking to 
other students as well as demon- 
strating in various areas of the 
campus including the main cafe- 
terias, the French offices and the 
Faculty Club.

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Homemade wine 
comes out of 
the wilderness

The "Northeast Kingdom" of Vermont is one of the few 
remaining areas in the United States- that can accurately be 
described as wilderness. It is bounded by Canada on the north, 
U.S. Interstate 91 on the west, St. Johnsbury on the south, and 
the New Hampshire border on the east. 

The most frequently requested beverage recipe in this land of 
interminable spruce forests is not some exotic hot brew, but a 
mixture for homemade wine — a wine that sooths the palate and 
knocks the stuffings out of even the heartiest lumberjack. 
Recipe: 

3-4 Cups sugar. — 
2 tablespoons yeast. 

12 ozs. frozen fruit concentrate or 2 quarts fresh fruit. 
1 small mouth gallon jug. 
1 plastic "baggie". 
3-4 Cups sugar. 

Note: Three cups of sugar gives d ilni urine, four a sweet urine. 
Don't panic about nit the sugar; in a dry wine all the sugar is 
turned to alcohol. 

Put the desired amount of sugar in a clear jug, then add the 
yeast. Add the frozen fruit, or fresh fruit. Fill the jug to the 
shoulder with cold water. Put the baggie ovef the top of the jug 
and hold it in place with a rubber band on the jub rim. 

Put the jug on a plate in case' it overflows. Check often to see 
that the baggie has not blown off. If so, replace it, because' if you 
don't you'll probably end up with vinegar. The fermentation 
process begins when the baggie becomes inflated and ends when 
the baggie deflates. Wait for the fermenation process to stop and 
the wine to settle. When the wine is settled, siphon it off into 
bottles and seal them. 

Avoid — open air on the wine, shaking it while it is fermenting, 
putting hot water in the wino mixture, and exposeing the mixture 
to sunlight. 

Some good concentrated juices to try are Grape, Cranberry, 
Apple, and Hawian Punch. Some other varieties the local yokels 
have used are: frozen strawberries, canned blueberries, fresh 
pinapple, and all sorts of fresh fruits. 

By the way, the instructions are only basic and open for 
variation according to taste.

The Commission on Police Reform (COPR), an 
independent non governmental body, was formed 
in 1973 to examine impartially and offer recourse to 
those people affected by police control. 

COPR members include several Canadian 
lawyers and businessmen who contend modern 
policing techniques involving computerized com- 
munication systems and secret dossiers arc 
creating a police state environment where false 
charges, illegal searches and detentions and 
harassment- are a way of life for a substantial 
portion of the Canadian public. 
• The basic issue at hand is whether or not police 
arc permitted to invent dossiers against individuals 
or groups and circulate them among police agencies 
and judges so the human rights of the person or 
group are covertly destroyed. 
A case in point follows: 
Recently, in an attempt to sway a judge's opinion 
against a person awaiting sentence, RCMP officers 
presented an unedpurgated file which Involved 
matters other than the charge being tried, 
including records of withdrawn and dismissed 
charges. Judge Edward Wren objected angrily and 
called the practice of submitting such dossiers 
"absolutely appalling." He suggested crown 
attorneys across the country apply strong pressure 
to have this practice changed. 

This police practice, of collecting and using false 
reports on individuals, is not restricted to the 
courts. Often police leaks to the media have 
resulted in the blackening of an individual's 
reputation, sometimes almost beyond repair. A 
mayor in North York who was accused by police in 
the press of staging his own wife's kidnapping for, 
purlicity purposes, is a good example. 



In essence we are dealing with a violation of the 
common law principal that an ind'- 
until proven guilty, and must 
accusers withjheir charges made known to him 
The hidden des of Canadian police 

The combined forces of Canada's police number 
some 60,000 individuals. Crime rates are always 
rising and police seem ever more unable to cope 
with it The true cause of this increase in 
policework has never been discovered nor 
eradicated. 

The police's manufacture of false reports and 
i individuals can create a climate of social 
vhich crime operates and is encouraged. 
The extremist notion of reporting your fellow to 
the police for some real or imagined misdeed of his, 
only adds to an environment of suspicion and civil 
commotion. As is always the case in this type of 
operation, the informant is anonymous and the 



person being informed on has no recourse to 
correct any false reports. There is no wonder that 
people are afraid of the police. . 

Surveys undertaken by the COPR have indicated 
a strong dislike on the part of the populace for the 
practice of including innocent in police dossiers. Of 
a cross-section of professionals, businessmen, and 
laymen and students surveyed, over 70 per cent 
wanted any fijes destroyed on people found 
innocent/ after police investigation. 

However, there is also a prevalent attitude that 
"police are fine as long as I don't have anything to 
do with them." So nothing concrete gets 
accomplished. 

Canadian crime statistics are notoriously 
inaccurate and as there is no independent 
government system for verifying the truth or 
falsity of figures submitted by police, it is difficult 
to find out how efficient our police forces really are. 
However, statistics for 1970 do point out several 
issues: 

In 1970, of 1,574,145 actual offenses reported or 
known to police across Canada, approximately 52.8 
per cent were proven unfounded. Only 571,969 
people were charged with offences: the majority oe 
persons (45 per cent) were charged under the 
Criminal Code and 40.8 per cent under provincial 
statutes. The remainder were charged under 
municipal and federal statutes. This indicated that 
a considerable number of people were investigated 
and found innocent without their knowledge. 

Of the 571,969 people charged with crimes in • 
1970 a proximately 150,000 were charged with 
indictable offences. Of these, only 45,880 were 
convicted. 

Once a person has been charged by the police it is 
a matter of record and the information is 




Ramsay, told the public in 1972 he could cite cases 
"chapter and verse" where mountics had perjured 
• themselves. He blamed the "mindless mlitarism in 
the force", for causing fear or oppressive 
disciplinary actions among RCMP officers and 
stated that fear of discipline has lead officers to 
write reports paying more attention the numerous 
RCMP rules than to the facts of a case. 

Computers bold information on millions . 
Currently, information in police dossiers can be 
distributed rapidly from any local agency through 
the RCMP federal computer banks and the Interpol 
radio network to any single police officer in the free 
world. While this system has definite advantages 
as an aid in police law enforcement activities, there 
can be serious repercussions if the system is abused 



at any level. 

The RCMP computers as of June 1973 contained 
information including names of hundreds of 
thousands, perhaps millions of Canadians charged 
with offences anytime in the last 63 years, whether 
they were found guilty or innocent. The names 
along with charges and convictions for virtually 
every crime for which a person can go to prison, 
will be on almost instant call through the computer, 
one of the most sophisticated in the world, to every 
police force in Canada. In actual fact any policeman 
can request information from the Ottawa IBM 
360-65 computer and receive an answer within 10 to 
15 seconds. 

It has been reported that information on people 
merely suspected of crimes was also being fed into 
the RCMP computer by individual policemen 
throughout Canada. 

In 1970 alone well over one and one-half million 
cases of criminal offences were investigated by 
police. Only 571,969 people were tried. Are the 
names of innocent individuals investigated for 
crimes they didn't do being placed into the 
computer? If so, this could have serious 
ramifications for Canadian society. 

In spite of the increased speed of police 
information, retrieval and dissemination, police 
chiefs across Canada are opposed to the idea of. 
informing the innocent of their innocence. 

Many law enforcers presented strong opposition 
to a Senate committee on the recently passed 
wiretap bill. They opposed the amendment, stating 
that people found to be innocent during electronic 
surbveillance by police must be informed of their 
innocence within 90 days after the investigation is 
concluded. 

The amendment was passed by the Senate dspite 
police opposition. The fact is that dossier collected 
on the person proven innocent would still remain in 
police files and possibly in RCMP computer banks 
and these dossiers can contain inaccurate or false 
information. 

Interpol-an international 'spy' network? 

However great the imbalance between police 
powers and individual civil liberties might be, 
police are still subject to legislative controls at 
national and provincial levels. This is not the case 
with the International Criminal Police Association - 
called Interpol. 

Interpol us under no governmenatl controls 
anywhere. 

Interpol was founded in 1923, in Vienna. At the 
outbreak of the war, it was taken over by the Nazi 
spokesman, Heydrich, and its files removed to 
Berlin. They are supposed to have been lost in the 
fall of Berlin in 1945.

are commonplace. 

Legally, a person has no obligation to answer any 
police questions unless he is charged with an 
offence and even then he has a right to have a 
lawyer present. The case of Levitz vs. Ryan, an 
RCMP officer, outlines a common RCMP practice of 
denying persons being searched the opportunity to 
call their lawyer— a practice contrary to the 
Canadian Bill of Rights. 

Redress against police abuse may be obtained 
through the courts or by appealing to the 
complaints bureau of police agencies. As records of 
complaints against police were not available from 
the police commissioners, it is impossible to tell 
how many complainants received satisfaction. 

The position of a complainant agains the police is 
at least difficult if not untenable in the face of police 
powers. 

It is not inconceivable that bias, opinions and 
rcations that a police officer would glean from any 
one of the above situations would be written up in 
police dossiers on the person. The question is' how 
will other police officers react when receiving that 
information* now on file in a dossier or computer 
bank? 

False or inaccurate information recorded in a 
police file could easily account for further abuse by 
other police officers acting on what they assume to 
be correct data. 

Opinion and sometimes outright falsehoods can 
be circulated through the current police 
communications system and thereby create 
adverse situations to the detriment of the person 
investigated and, therefore, the entire system. 
Recommendations 

The foregoing information, as evidenced by the 
"magnitude of the number investigations, while not 
proving of itself a misuse or abuse of the 
information contained by the police to the 
detriment of Canadian society, does indicate 
potential abuse on a wide scale. 

It would appear that the thrust behind the recent 
amendments to the Criminal Code were not based 
on actual numbers of abuses by the police of 
wiretapping, or the flagrant misuses of the data 
collected to the detriment of the person tapped, but 
rather the amendment would seem to be based on 
the right to privacy principle and the protection of 
human rights in its broadest sense. It is an attempt 
to eliminate in the early stages the misuse of 
information gleaned by these means without the 
knowledge of the person investigated. 

The thrust behind this proposed legislation 
springs from the above premises. 

Should records and dossiers be retained on 
persons who have been investigated? And there is 
no attempt here to inhibit unreasonably the police 
duty to operate in a democratic society.. 

The Criminal Code could be amended as follows: 



• to allow the attorney-general of each 
province and the solicitor-general of Canada, 
as the case may be, to create a Criminal 
Records Committc made up of the following: 

a) The committee should be composed of 
one judge who shall be the chairman, two 
nominees from each of the opposition parties 
and four laymen and four lawyers. 

b) All proceedings and decisions of the 
committee shall be held in camera. 

c) Each member of the committee shall be 
appointed for a term of one year ami at the 
end of that term shall not be eligible for 
re-appointment. 

d) The members of the committee shall be 
appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council. 

• That all police forces will carry out their 
investigation as presently conducted, but will 
be required, within six months of initiating 
the investigation, to ask for authorization of 
the Committee to extend the period for a 
determined reasonable time. 

• If the investigation does not warrent a 
charge to be laid, then all of the information 
collected from all sources, together with a 
listing of all parties receiving information, 
the latter to be supported by any data in the 
possession of the parlies receiving the 
information which is to be colcctcd by the 
investigatory agency, shall be forwarded to 
the committee. If the investigation docs not 
warrent a charge to be laid, then all the 
information accumulated from all sources and 
all information published to all recipients 
shall be forwarded to the committee. 

• The committee must notify the person within 
30 days that he has been investigated and 
that the file will be destroyed within 30 days 
from the date of the notice. 

• The notice will state that the person 
investigated may review the file within that 
period of lime. 

• If the person wishes to make any 
representation regarding the data contained 
in the file, he may do so before the 
committee. 

• If the person is charged with an offence to 
which he was investigated and found not 
guilty, the same procedure applies. 

• If the person is found guilty of an offence for 



which he was investigated, the file is kept on 
record and existing legal safeguards for 
purging his record arc employed. 

No police officer shall knowingly divulge the 
information contained in any police dossier or 
information on any police investigation, 
completed or incomplete to any person other 
than the person under investigation, counsel 
retained by him, the committee or another 
police officer who has bona fide police 
interest in the content of the police report or 
police investigation. Any failure to comply 
with this provision is an offence under this 
Act. 



The Commission on Police Reform 
(COPR) is sponsored by the Churches of 
Scientology in Canada as a public service 
although most Commission members are 
not members of the Church. 

Involvement in the area of police reform 
by the Scientologists was precipitated by 
their discovery of a libellous report on the 
Church written by Interpol agents. The 
report has been in circulation inter- 
national for almost 10 years and contains 
falsehood concerning the Church ranging 
from allegations of blackmail and 
brainwashing to fraud. No criminal 
charges have ever been laid against 
Church organizations anywhere in the 
world. 

The. supposedly secret Interpol report 
was leaked to the press last summer by 
the German Federal Criminal Police, the 
German branch of Interpol. Prior to the 
appearance of the report in the German 
press, Interpol head, Jean Ncpote had 
written to the Church denying the 
cxistance of any Interpol investigation 
into Scientology because Article 3 of the 
Interpol Charter forbids any interference 
with racial, political, military or religious 
organizations. 

Scientology spokesmen claim that most 
rumours agains the Church can be traced 
back to the phony Interpol report which 
has been circulated through most of the 
world's police forces and justice depart- 
ments since the early 19G0's. Scientology 
legal departments are currently bringing 
law suits against the various Interpol 
National Bureaux for over a billion dollars 
in damages. Church officials feel that their 
case is only "the tip of an iceberg" and that 
many groups and individuals have been 
the victims of false police dossiers 
circulated without their knowledge. 
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Manifesto of the St. Louis Coalition 



Program of change for a Montreal neighbourhood 



In the past few weeks the mounting popular opposition 
to the Drapeau regime in Montreal has taken shape in 
the form of conventions, political action groups, and 
political movements. The Progressive Urban Movement 
\PUM\ has issued a manifesto and held meetings in 
several Montreal neighbourhoods. The Montreal 
Regional Inter-Union Committee [CRIM] has published a 
detailed dossier and analysis on Montreal urban 
problems, and announced its intention to work with 
other anti-Drapeau forces. The Parti Québécois has held 
a convention on urban problems and has called for unity 
against Drapeau, although on whose terms this unity is 
to be, is unclear. 

Meanwhile, in the St. Louis ward of central Montreal, 
which includes the McGill student ghetto in its southern 
section, a new group with somewhat different objectives 
is beginning to take shape. The St. Louis Coalition, 
whose manifesto is published below, is also anti-Drapeau 
and is willing to work with other anti-Drapeau forces. 

It is against electoralism for its own sake and is 
, committed to more long-term objectives than .simply 
contesting the next municipal election. This is not to say 
the other progressive anti-Drapeau forces, aside from 
the PQ, do not feel the same way, although some of those 
active in the St. Louis Coalition might be inclined to 
dispute this. 

The Coalition feels- itself to be ideologically and 
tactically close to CRIM — the union group — and is in 
the tradition of the activist, neighbourhood-based 
citizens' groups that have grown up in Montreal since 
1988. f 



1. Over the last few years, the 
St. Louis area of the Centre-City 
of Montreal has experienced a 
number of social initiatives. In 
particular in the southern part of 
the ward (Sherbrooke to Van 
Home, and University to St. 
Hubert, are the borders for the. 
'entire ward), several citizens' 
committees have been established 
and some ' activities towards 
helping the under-class have been 
undertaken. These many efforts 
have had a limited effect. The 
methods and objectives used by 
citizens' groups are varied and 
fragmented. The level ofconcious- 
ness among those persons consid- 
ering themselves "organizers" is 1 
also varied. 

What is required now is to 
develop an action and education 
process which will bring together 
various community groups, and. 
work out common objectives. A 
suggested next step in this process 
is — the new politics. 

2. In the last three years the 
electoral barometer has registered 
some interesting results in and 
around St. Louis. The 1970 
municipal elections, for instance, 
where FRAP candidates contested 
the City Councillors of the Civic 
Party in the southern part of the 
ward, they received the second 
highest popular vote in the city. 
During the school board elections 
of 1973, John Gardiner, a radical, 
was'elected in one school district, 
and in the eastern part of the ward 
a left candidate, Gaston Michaud, 
was elected to the Catholic School 
Commission. The recent provin- 
cial elections increased the P.Q. 
vote to nearly 7,000 votes for Jean 
Roy, mostly concentrated east of 
Park Avenue. The P.Q. candidates 
in Mercier (north of Mont-Royal), 
Louis O'Neill, also received a large 
vote. Since the municipal elections 
of November 10, 1974 are the noxt 



important elections, those of us 
interested' in the social develop- 
ment of this area, and the possible 
implications of this for the rest of 
the city,' should begin to discuss 
plans for the next few months. 

■ 

Different levels of participation 
3. In St. Louis the various kinds 
of elections demonstrate different 
levels of participation, as shown 
by the following statistics: federal 
elections of 1972, 67 per cent 
turn-out; provincial elections of 
73. 60 per cent; municipal elections 
of 1970, 43 per cent; school board 
elections of 1973, 20 per cent. In 
spite of these statistics we believe 
that urban and municipal politics 
have greater 1 importance for 
people's day to day lives. It is on 
the level of everyday life that 



social experimentation is most 
necessary and where new politics 
can be most mcaninful and directly 
relevant to people. It is the level of 
politics where people should 
exercise the most direct control. 

4. We arc interested in bringing 
together a creative local coalition 
of non-party groups consisting of 
workers, students, radical profes- 
sionals, women's groups, food 
co-ops, ethnic groups, etc. 

The immediate short-term ob- 
jective of this coalition would be to 
choose and present radical candi- 
dates (three in St. Louis) for City 
Council. 

The long term objective is to 
establish a co-ordinating neigh- 
bourhood council allowing groups 
to work closely together and to 
pool resources, in order to begin a 
process of personal, social and 
political change. These councils 
would prepare the ground for 
neighbourhood government. 

5. The coalition must be free and 
non-hierarchical, rooted in the 
community and acting openly in 
the democratic manner, avoiding 
any form of bureaucratic or 
manipulatory behaviour, even 
though it may not be able to reach 
a consensus on particular issues. 
The coalition must stress the 
tremendous socialist educational 
campaign needed in this area to 
transform popular consciousness. 
It must continue work after the 
municipal elections and carry 'on 
community strategies and the 
coordination of social action based 
on socialist principles. The pro- 
gramme would range over all the 
problems that are facing ordinary 
people today. Such a programme 
would certainly include demands 
to fundamentally restructure all 
municipal institutions along demo- 
cratic lines, controlled from below, 
involving above all the right of 
popular constituancies to recall 
elected persons who do not reflect 
their will, and would in the end 
include an open defiance of the 
provincial and federal govern- 
ments' parasitization on the 
municipality's fiscal and economic 
resources. 




"credible" candidate for Mayor, 
and that will try to insure the 
. support of the bourgeois press by 
presenting "credible" candidates. 
We reject the proposition of a 
reform programme in order to 
"win" because we are told "that is 
what counts". We are not 
prepared to "win" at any cost to 
principle, because that is not a 
victory for the people. That kind of 
"victory" is a victory for a new 
batch of politicians and this does 
hot interest us. 

Our strategy is instead a 
community-based strategy. It will 
be localist, door-to-door, based on 
grass-roots strength. We are 
prepared to build people's power, 
our power, surely and slowly, 
biting off only a bit this time 
around. 

Will cooperate with other groups 

7. We are prepared to cooperate 
in any reasonable way with other 
groups in other wards, but our 
first loyalty is to changing things 
In the St. Louis ward. 

8. The full programme of the St. 
Louis Coalition will include an 
analysis of the entire crisis of our 
society, in which the "urban crisis" 
will not be separated from the 
overall crisis that capitalist society 
is now facing. Furthermore, we 
will use two main sources: 

•The expertise of the Montreal 
Regional Inter-Union Committee 
(CRIM;, which combines all the 
trade unions; 

•The research of a local 
committee that will be responsible 
for the' preparation of a pro- 
gramme for the St. Louis area. 
This committee will prepare an 
inventory in the coming months 
and will do some research on local 
problems and their possible ' 
solutions together with groups and 
individuals in the district. This 
programme will spread out pro- 
gressively and will depend on the 
development of the preparatory 
organization for the 1974 fall 
elections. 

9. We foresee this following 
scheme for our work: during the 
coming weeks we seek individual 
and group support in the St. Louis 
area. A meeting will be called on 
March 16 to form the ST. Louis 
Coalition from among the support- 
ers of the perspective above. In 
this meeting we hope to do three 
things: 

•Approvo the main lines of the 
local and municipal programme for 
the coalition; 

•Set up a larger organizing 
committee; ) -\ 

•Establish a work group to 
study and lay the foundation of a 
neighbourhood council for our 
district. 

We hope to have a convention 
later on to elect our candidates, 
followed by another convention in 
which we will either keep our 
candidates or change them in 
preparation for the November 
elections.

In a word, we propose a 
qualitatively different level of 
political activity, a s well as and 
inseparable from a programme 
stressing demands and proposals 
for qualitative changes. 

Can't defeat Drapeau now 
6. Tactics and strategy — One of 
our premises is that Jean Drapeau 
and the Civic Party cannot be 
defeated in the 1974 elections. 
That is, we do not believe that an 
opposition can be organized solidly 
enough and massively enough to 
win control of a majority of the 52 
seats now totally in the hands of 
Drapeau. In any case we are not 
prepared to undertake this task or 
any lesser based on a compromise 
reform programme which would 
betray the objective needs of the 
people. We believe, therefore, 
that what is both possible and 
required for this first stage of the 
new politics is the same. 

One or two wards that have 
some history of political non- 
conformity in relationship to the 
political pattern dominating Mon- 
treal should create the type of 
coalition suggested above and put 
up radical candidates for elections. 
Should three, six or nine such 
radical City Councillors be elected 
this would not only lay the basis 
for a majority turnover in 1978, 
but would make an important 
psychological impact on the 
community and represent a major 
breakthrough for the left in 
Quebec. 

It is not only important for us to 
have a qualitatively different form 
of political activity, and a 
programme stressing qualitative 
changes in every day life, but 
equally important the elected 
candidates must be the most 
principled and higly consious 
persons available, prepared to act 
as recallable delegates to the City 
Council from the neighbourhood 
council. 

We reject the suggestion that 
what is needed is a city-wide 
municipal political party machine, 
whith all of its manipulative 
connotations, that will' present a

FOOTBALL- A SLIGHT DIVERSION 

The sport of football is not played during the long winter 
months, a fact which usually relegates its role in the media during 
the season to that of a second class citizen. This winter is a 
different story, however, as the World Football League and the 
"new new new look" Alouettes have grabbed their fair share of 
headlines. 

But there's one football team which we haven't heard about for a 
long time and that team is the McGill Redmen. What's happening 
with them, you are probably wondering. Who's coaching next 
season, you may ask. Is any recruiting being done, you could 
inquire. 

Fortunately, and with foresight that could only rival the world's 
most talented clairvoyants, I have already obtained the answers to 
these provocative questions. 

Charlie Baillie will once again fill the position of head coach and, 
much to his delight, all three of his assistants will be returning. 
You remember them, don't you? Defensive co-ordinator Ray 
Baillie, defensive backfield coach Bill McKenna, and offensive 
backficls coach Dave Lennon. 

Of the three, only Bill McKenna's status was in doubt. 

"Bill's graduating from medical school this year," head coach 
Baillie was saying the other day , "and therefore wasn't sure which 
hospital he would be working in. Happily, the Royal Vic accepted 
him, so we're all set as far as the coaching staff is concerned." 

This will be the third consecutive season that the Redmen 
coaching staff remains unchaged, and in a sport where good 
coaching is so imperative, this is certainly welcome news. 

"It. is really time consuming to train a new man," said Baillie. 
"Now that we don't have to, it makes the job that much easier. We 
can move on to more important things." 

One of the most important things will be the re-building of the 
offensive line. Graduations and the five-year eligibility rule have 
hit extremely hard, resulting in vacancies at both end positions, 
both tackles, and at one guard. (The other guard, all-star Zoran 
Madon is returning.; The centre spot could also be a problem as 
incumbent Howard Spungin has dropped out of school. 

"Howard's out of school right now," Baillie explained. "But he's 
re-applied and the chances are pretty good "that he'll be back." 
RECRUITING 

A major reason for success in any sport is the recruitment of 
players. The old expression that "you have to have the horses" is 
one with which Charlie, Baillie is quite familiar. Consequently, ho 
has been sending out letters and information kits in large 
numbers. ' 

"I've sent out roughly 150 information kits already. The kits 
contain pictures of the coaching staff and their backgroun, pictures 
of lost year's team, some newspaper articles, and things of that 
nature. 

"I've also made a chart of every player that could possibly be here 
next year. Although the list is extensive, experience tells me that 
only one out of ten will actually be on the field come September." 

Recruiting is one of the toughest jobs facing any coach and as 
athletic scholarships are prohibited in Canada, you really have to 
do some fast talking. What do you tell an out-of-town kid in an 
attempt to convince him that McGill is where he should be? 

"Our approach is to show more interest than the next guy," 
confided the coach. "We just try and make the prospect feel 
wanted. There's not much else we can do." 

These are some of Charlie Baillie's "secrets" of success. They 
worked lost year as the Tedmen nearly copped the national 
championship; there is no reason why they can't work again. 
Baillie has the will, and where thero's a will, there's a way.
